They're still around! I use them original 

on the air, when I get two seconds to operate. 
They go for about $30 for a BC-459 and about 
$40 for an ARC-5 T-22 in unmodified condition 
(Lots of people will argue about that price). 
That means they may need cleaning or paint 

or cosmetic work, but all the pieces are 
there, in good shape and no one has taken 

a drill to them or hacked-out the relays. 
NIB, NOS or extra-clean units go for more, 
and rare units like the T-15, RAT or 
prototypes can go for a handsome sum. 


I just bought a T-16 that was missing 
its top and nomenclature plate, paid 
$100 for it and felt like I got a steal. 


I have some available, but I'm a stickler 
about not modifying historic equipment 

beyond that which is 100% restorable. 

In other words, no holes drilled or 

missing pieces. Using the selector 

relay for keying or disabling the antenna 
relay so you can use one without the modulator 
is OK; that can be put back in a minute's time. 
If a person wants a "ham modified" unit, I can 
usually get one. I try never to send an original 
unit to the fellows in the "modify" camp. 

Once these little pieces of history are 
drilled and spoiled, there's 

no recovering their historic integrity. 

I have units with aircraft numbers and 

have researched their history. I have one 
transmitter that helped bust U-Boats 

in the North Atlantic. I think that's 

worth preserving, but that's one person's 
Opinion. Some guys would use it for a 
doorstop. 


I've just recently been kick-upstairs to 
management. Between that and three small 
children, it's very hard to keep up with 

BA stuff. If you're patience is above average, 
I'd be glad to help you get a rig going. 


If you're interested in putting one on the air 
in original condition, or if you're more 
interested in a "hammed" rig, I'm sure we can 
help you find one. "Hammed" rigs go for less 
then the prices above.

After using my sideband converter for a couple of nights, I began to 
wonder if the AGC in it was doing anything. A quick check with a 
voltmeter showed that the AGC voltage was -0.6 volts regardless of 
input signal. So, back to the Radio Wreck Room service bench. 


The -591 uses a 12AU7 as an AGC signal amp and rectifier. The scope 
showed nothing out of the rectifier or the amp. I replaced the two 
black plastic caps in the circuit and was surprised when that didn't 
fix it. 


The cathode and grid of the amp were both at the same +3 volts, anda 
resistance check showed a grid to cathode short. Pulling the tube 
isolated the short to the chassis wiring, not the tube. 


After some tracing of wires, I discovered that TMC had miswired my 
unit. One green wire from the input BNC and one green wire from the 
tube socket go to adjacent terminals on the component terminal strip. 
Whoever wired this one got the two wires shifted down by one terminal. 
That hooked the grid straight to the cathode and also bypassed the 
input coupling cap. Still worked, except no AGC. 


Moving the wires back where they should be restored AGC. Now I get up 
to -22 volts with a strong signal from the generator. Much better. 
Anybody else with one of these find any wiring errors?

I just picked up an HP-20 power supply to go along with my 
HX-20/HR-20 pair. In looking it over, it seems as though it may have 
been modified by a previous owner, and I'm not quite sure what's been 
done, as I don't have a schematic for it. 


In measuring the voltages I found that the filament voltage is 
wrong (it's reading 45 VAC, and although I haven't traced it out yet, 
it looks like one side of the AC line is connected to one of the 
filament voltage pins on the octal socket. This can't be right!). 


Besides the main power transformer, there's also a seperate 
filament transformer (whose wiring, at the moment, is also a mystery). 
No inductors seem to be used for filtering. Is this correct? I know 
that my HP-23 uses a choke, and I'm suspicious that someone may have 
burned-out the original transformer and substituted a different one in 
its place (one without filament windings), and then (assuming a choke 
was used for filtering) removed the choke and substituted a seperatate 
filament transformer in its place. Or so it seems. 


Can anyone give me the low-down on this power-supply? Was a 
seperate transformer used for filament voltages? Or if there was a 
power-supply choke, what was its value, and where was it placed in the 
circuit? 


Oh, and what were the power supply specs? (Better yet, could 
someone run a copy of the schematic and shoot it off to me?)
